S.R.O. 41 . — In exei else of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the General Provident Fund (Defence Services) Rules, 1960, namely: — - 

1- These rules may be called the General Provident Fund (Defence Services) 
(Twenty-Sixth Amendment) Rules, 1968. 

2 In the General Provident Fund (Defence Services) Rules. 1960, 

(i) in rule 12, after No'.e 2, the following Note shall be inserted, namely: — 

“Note 3: A subscriber shall be permitted to take an advance once in every 

six months under item (b) oi sub-rule (1) of 12.”; 

(11) in sub-rule (1) of rule Ui, the lolloping notes shall be inserted, namely: — 

“Not!: 1: A subscriber shall be permitted to make a withdrawal once In 
every six months under clause (a) oi 3ub-rule (1| of rule 15. Every 
such withdrawal shall be treated as a withdrawal for a separate 
purpose for the purposes of sub-rule (1) of rule 16. 

Note 2: In ease where a subscriber has to pay in instalments for a site 
or a house purchased, or a home constructed through a House 
Building Co-operative Society or similar agency, he shull be permitted 
to make a withdrawal 11 s ancl when he is called upon to make a 
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payment in any instalment. Every such payment shall be treated as 
a payment for a separate pu -pose for the purposes of sub-rule (1) 
of rule 10.”

S.R.O, 44 — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to "the post of Language Officer in Ihe Defunct Re. 
search and Development Organisation, namely: — 

1. Short Title and Commencement. — (L) These rules may be called the Defence 
Research and Development Organisation (Language Officer) Recruitment Rules, 
1968. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official 
Gazette- 

2 Application. — These rules shall apply to the post specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule to these rules. 

3. Number Classification , Scale of Pay, Etc.— The number of the sain post. 
Its classification, the scale of pay attached thereto, the method of recruitment 
to the said post, age limit, and other matters relating to the said post shall be as 
specified in columns 2 to 13 ol the Schedule annexed to these rules: 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruits may be re- 
laxed in the case of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with (he general orders of the Central Gov 
ernment from time to time 

4. Disqualification. — (a) No person who has more than one wife living or 
who having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void 
by reason of its taking place during the Hie time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said post; and 

(b) no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said post- 

Provided that the Central Government may jf satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule.
